ed forces. 
Carpenter traced briefly the de­ 
velopment of the Texas Power & 
Light Company from a small com­ 
pany in 1912. serving 14,000 cus­ 
tomers in 13 communities, to an 
organization today serving 169,000 
customers 
in 
445 cities, 
towns 
and communities in a 52-county 
area of North. Central and East 
Texas. He told how Texas’ first 
transmission line of 200 miles, 
built by TP&L Company in 1913, 
and the company's 423 miles of 
distribution at the beginning of 
that year, had grown into more 
than 2.000 miles of high-voltage 
transmission 
lines 
feeding 
the 
more than 8,000 miles of distri­ 
bution lines which blanket a rich 
area of the state. 
Carpenter pointed out that, of ! 
the 
445 cities and 
towns the 
TP&L Co. serves today, 300 had 
no previous electric service before 
service 
was established by 
the 
company and those towns favored 
with any type of electric service 
had high rates, some as high as 
20c prr KWH. In every town where 
electric service 
already 
existed, \ 
this comapny reduced rates .short- i 
ly after it acquired the property, 
he s.ud, adding that the company j 
has made frequent and substan- ' 
tial rate reductions, and today I 
the companv’s averaue residential 
rate is more than 50'- less than 
in 1915. 
"The company’s facilities for 
serving this area are modern and 
first-class, and they are kept that 
way by you men here today who 
provide a splendid example of 
the ‘know-how"’ of private enter­ 
prise which has built up our com­ 
pany to the great organization 
it is today. For example, the ac­ 
cumulated service records of this 
group here toda\ represent a total 
of more than 4.000 man-years, or 
an average of about 20 years per 
man. Ten of you have been with 
ihe company since it was organ­ 
ized

seven have service records of less 
than ten years ” 
Regarding rural electrification»

was 
formed, with Dr. T. O. Walton of 
Texas A & M. College as chair­ 
man; and experiments and re­ 
search of this committee through­ 
out the years have assisted iarir- 
ers in the effective use of elec­ 
tricity for production on Texas 
farms. 
Edward T. Keck, vice-president 


in charge of engineering and pow­ 
er. told how thf Trinidad power 
plant, with its new 30.000 kilo­ 
watt 
generating unit served as 
the bulwark of power in this area 
and illustrated through the use 
of charts how the power generat­ 
ed at tae Denison Dam and other 
hydro projects in Texas is co­ 
ordinated with the steam-electric 
generating stations so as to make
